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SKINNER FIGHTS TO 
SAVE SALARIES FOR 
TEACHERS OF OHIO 


COLUMBUS, O.,— State Direc- 


tor of Education Beverly O. Skin- 
ner today followed up his order 
reducing school terms in 700 state 
aid districts from nine to eight 
months with the firm declaration 
that general emergency cuts in 
monthly salaries of any of the 
7000 ftftCboriB will be prohibited. 


Appearing as a valiant protestor 


of teaching standards and teach - 
erg1' ppCketbooks, the new director 
declared himself confident that the 
eijrttt-montha plan is sound enough 
to be 'carried into effect in every 
one of" the state aid districts, al- 
though they are scattered over 50 
counties. 


Announcement of his "no ex- 


ceptions" policy apparently shat- 
tered nopea of some of the state 
aid districts that they might con- 
tinue nine months terms through 
the devices of cutting: teachers' 
salaries. 


Drastic as it may seem to those 


taxpayers -who have long been ac- 
customedVto pine months terms, 
the eight-month term ordered yes 
terday f9F -economy reasons was 


doubtful if additional funds will 
be found, in view of recent action 
by the state legislature. 


Superintendents 
were advised 


that the reduction for the year 
will be about 11 per cent, if schools 
are ia session only eight months. 


Accompanying the order was a 


salary schedule and a list of teach- 
ers' requirements altered so as to 
start Dr. Skinner's promised cam- 
paign to "weed out" undesirable 
and incompetent teachers 'with less

to reduce 


operating- expenses and transpor- 
tation to ihe, shorter term basis." 


Although "a clause in the teach* 


on contract wfll provide that 


two years of professional 


training beyond the high school" 
shall not be employed for 1932-33 
and thereafter, the order said. 


In high schools, the statement 


ordered that "beginning teachers 
with less than four years of train- 
ing shall not be employed." 


Apparently to discourage opera- 


tion of the small school, it was 
stated that " the teacher of the 
one-room school shall not Teceive 
more than the lowest salary per 
mor-th in the schedule if the en- 
rollment for the first month of the 
school is less than 16." 


As a final safeguard of salaries, 


another provision said that "if the 
school operates for less than 180 
flays, an adjustment may "be made 
at the end of the school year so 
that no teacher's annual salary 
will be less than $800." 


The only monthly salary cuts 


than can be made under the plan 
of administration ordered by the 
director as were planned by Dr. 
Skinner himself. Explaining them, 
he said. 


'There are no reductions per 


month except in the higher brac- 
kets and these were not operative 
in many cases last year." The 
new salary schedule in general was 
the same throughout.

Lamb and mutton come in for 


their full share on the menus of the 
Hungarian household. Hungarians 
are partial to stews, cutlets, shoul- 
der roasts and roast leg of lamb 
But they always use a little garlic 
with lamb and mutton, and in roast 
of lamb bacon strips are drawn 
through the meat in much the 
same manner as a roast of beef 
is larded. 


Goose is the Hungarian national 


bird as the turkey is ours, although 
they also have turkey as well as 
chicken. Even the poorest peasant 
family has a flock of geese which 
it herds carefully. The Hungari- 
ans have a practice of stuffing the 
geese with noodles in order to fat- 
ten them, but not quite as exten- 
sively as the Strasaburg geese are 
fattened to prepare their livers for 
pate de foie gras. Stuffing is lit- 
erally the word in this case for 
they don't leave the matter of food 
to the appetite of the geese them-

Not so many potatoes arc eaten 


as in this country and in their j 
place are noodles and dumplings 
pieparec! in many different ways. 
The noodles may be served with 
the soup or as a dessert. Some- 
times they are combined with cot- 
tage cheese and butter and often 
with jam and butter as a dessert 
For these two dishes, the noodles 
are brought piping hot to the ta- 
ble where the other ingredients are 
added.

.succeeded Jules Reni, after whom 
Juleaburg, Colo., was named, as 
agent for the stage company, in 
the early Ws. 


Reni ambushed Slade upon the 


letter's arrival'and peppered the 
desperado with buckshot. 
Lying 


in the dust df the road, apparently 
mortally wounded, Slade swore he 
woiiid wear Reni's 
ears for 
a 


watch charm. 


Later Slade recovered, tied Reni 


to a post and shot him. Then he 
cut off nis 'victim's ears, and kept 
his promise. 


Bob Spotswood replaced Slade 


as agent at Virginia Dale and suc- 


ceeded in driving the killer of Reni 
from Colorado. 
Shade went 
to 


Montana, where he was afterwards 
hanged by irate citizens of Virgin- 
ia City. 


The hanging of Slade occurred 


late in the fall of /the year, after 
the roads to the outside world bad 
been covered with snow. Virginia 
Dale procured a leaden casket, fill- 
ed it with whiskey and preserved 
the body of her mate. The follow- 
ing spring she took the remains to 
Salt Lake City for burial. 


The building of the UnionJPaci- 


fic railroad through Wyoming in 
the late 60's put Virginia Dale off 
the beaten track to the West The 
road past the old station was still 
used, however, as it was the most 
direct year-round route,to the Lar- 
amie plains from Colorado points. 
With the arrival of the automobile 
the old road from Denver to Wy- 
oming was improved and made in- 
to a motor highway, passing the 
ruins of the old stage station. 


As a part of Colorado's ten mil- 


lion-dollar highway program this 
year the road is being rebuilt and 
will follow a slightly different 
route, cutting the historic land- 
mark off the mam travelled route. 
Virginia Dale is 35 miles southwest 
of Cheyenne and about the same 
distance northwest of Fort Collins.
